DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1 ) These rules may be called the 
Kanpur Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1964. 

(2) They shall come into force at. once. 

2. Division of Cantonment Into Wards, — For the purpose of elections to the 
Cantonment Board, Kanpur Cantonment, the Kanpur Cantonment should be 
divided into the following wards, namely — 

Ward No. I. 

Ward No. II. 

Ward No. HI. 

Ward No, IV. 

Ward No. V. 

Ward No. VI. 

Ward No. VII. 

3. Boundaries of wards — The boundaries of each of the said wards shall be as 
specified in the Schedule to these rules. 

4. Number of members to be elected. — The number of members to be elected 
from each of the said wards shall be one only. 

The Schedule 

(Boundaries of wards — see rule 3) 

Ward No. VII, — On the north arc! west side the boundary runs from Cantt, 
Ghat to the extreme boundary limit. From there it comes downwards to Tagore 
Road along the Eastern boundary line of Cantonment. Thereafter it runs along 
the Tagore Road upto the junction of Nathu Singh Road and then along Nathu 
Singh Road to its junction with the Mahatma Gandhi Road. Therefrom it runs 
along the Mahatma Gandhi Road upto its junction with Albert Road and then 
it runs along the Hardinge Road upto the Railway Crossing on the junction 
with Napier Road. Therefrom the Naoier Road forms boundary upto Murray 
crossing on the Mahatma Gandhi Road and then along Murray & Co., Regal 
Cinema and Noronha’s Exchange to the Cantonment boundarv near the Ganges 
Canal. From there it takes turn towards North along the Canal Road to its 
junction with Tagore Road. From there its boundary runs along Tagore Road 
upto the barricading of the Memorial Well Garden from where if turns to the 
South and then to West and then again to North along the fencing of the 
Memorial Well Garden right upto Guptar Ghat. 

Ward No. II.— It Is bounded on the north by part of the Tagore Rood run- 
ning from the extreme eastern boundary of the cantonment to its junction with 
Nathu Singh Road and then along the Nathu Singh Road upto its junction with 
Mahatma Gandhi Road. From there it runs along Mahatma Gandhi Road upto 
Its junction with Albert Road and It takes turn along the Hardinge Road upto 
the southern boundary wall of the museum of Chief Inspectorate of General 
Stores from where it runs along the perimeter walls of I.G.S. and Parachute 
Factory upto the Cantt. boundary on G. T. Road. Thence it runs along the 
'gntonment boundary from pillars No. 22. 21. 20, 19, 18. 17, 16, 15F. 14D. 52B, 
11A, 10, 9, 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, upto the Tagore Road. 
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Ward No. III. — The north side boundary runs from boundary pillar No. 62 
near the Railway Crossing on the Mahatma Gandhi Road along the portion ot 
Mahatma Gandhi Road to Napier Road, Then It runs along the Napier Road 
upto the Railway Crossing at its junction with Hardinge Road. From there 
going along the Hardinge Road, the boundary turns along the cemetery Road 
upto the nullah running on the north of Maulana Azad Park. Then the line 
whl run along the nullah till it meets the Faulkner Road near Hata No. 101, 
Khapra Mohal, thence the boundary will turn along the Faulkner Road upto 
its crossing with A. M. Jaipuria Road upto Cantonment boundary Pillar No. 58 
and along pillars No. 59, 60, 61 & 62. 

Ward No. IV.— On the north the boundary starts from Cantt. Boundary 
Pillar No. 58 near the junction of A. M. Jaipuria and Faulkner Roads and runs 
along the Faulkner Road upto its junction with Biseoe Road.

No. 44, 43, 42, 4T 40, 39, 38, 37, 35B, 35A, 35, 34, 33, 32, 31, 29, 28, 27, 

26, 25 upto 24. From thence it turns along the Cantonment boundary towards 
G. T. Road upto A. M. Jaipuria Road; Thence it runs along A. M. Jaipuria 
Road upto Cantt. Boundary Pillar No. 45.

No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to service; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there arc special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule.
